‘It differs from Mr. Wade's bill in not 
including the vailey of Virginia in the Limits 
of the new 8 ate, and in not requiring a new 
constitutional convention. The bill as passed 
requires the late Whecliug convention to re- 
assem) ble and incerta clause in the constitation 
reading as follows: “No pegson born within 
the limits of this State, after March 41h, 1563, 
shal! ever be held as slaves, nor after such time 
shell slaves be permitted to come into the 
State for permanent residence therela: Pro- 
vided, That all the slaves within the limits of 
said State at the time aforesaid under 
ten years of age shall 
twenty-one, and all over ten and under 
twenty-one shall. be free when twenty-five. 
When this clause shall haye been ratided 


by a popular vote, the president shail issue a 
ation stating the fact, and sixty days 
thereafter the act of admission take effect.” 
Mr. Carlile wade violent opposition to the 
passage of the bill Ih this shape.

Gen. Butler, writing from the department 
of Virginia, May %, 1861, said he was perplexed 
with a new difficul’y.

He passed to credit all labor 
ed, and charged ‘all goods and uns far- 
nisbed them. He says:

Au- 
gust 8, be writes again, say it was the 
desire of the President that all existing rights 
iu Joyal States should be preserved; but that 
in States wholly or partially ander insurrec- 
tionary control, these rights must necessarily 
come under military autbori'y ; that al! slaves 
should be received, and no claim be allo ved 
to disloyal owners for the service of the 


slaves. 

Under date of eptember 20, 1861, the Secre- 
tary of War directs Gen. Wool to send comtra- 
bande to Gen. MecCleilan, and on the 2nd, 
orders them to be returned for service on the 
Boutbern coast. ber 5, he direc’s 1,000 
of them to be prepared te accompany 
Sherman. 

Assistant Secretary Scott writes to Gen. 
Sherman, Oct. 14, to employ fugitives in such 
services as they be fitted for, either as 
o: dinery employes, or if special circu metances 
seem to require it, ‘in squads, com panics or 
otherwise, as you may deem beneficial to the 
service ; this, however, not being a general 
aiming of them for military services.”
